C0NSTITUT10N:When data of a sHII picture of 
one frame read out from a frame buffer 40 is 
compressed picture data, a central processing 
part CPU 52 expands this data. The CPU 52 
subjects this picture data to the processing of 
picture element arrangement corresponding to 
a peculiar color filter arrangement to perform 
the gradation reverse correction processing. 
The white balance reverse adjustment Is 
performed to release the white balance 
adjustment corresponding to the color 
temperature of object illuminating light to which 
picture data is subjected. This picture data is 
read out to a card interface 18 through a 
system bus 50 and is stored in a memory card 
14. Thus, the memory card is used as an 
intermediate storage medium to use picture 
data of various resources. 
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
